Abel Uglow Took Mixture By Mis-
take, and Narrowly Escaped
Death,

Abel Uglow narrowly escaped death
from poisoning at an rarly hour Wed-
nesday morning. He was working
about his building, and, desiring a
light stimulant, stepped Into the drug-
store of Belt & Cherrington for a glass
of wine. Going to the shelf where the
wine bottles are kept, he picked up
what he supposed to be a bottle of
sherry wine, but which in reality was
battery fuid, a powerful poison, and
pouring out a glasa of the deadly
stuff, took a swallow of it.

his condition was sueh that it was
feared that he could not recover, But
the prompt administration of the
proper antinotes soon hegun to have
its effect, and in legs than an hour he
was outiof danger, Early o the after-
noon he was removed fo his home,
where, barring a slight sicknegs
eaused by the action of the poison, he
wias soon resting eomfortably,
